The dethroned Charles X transmitted 
his clairas to his grandson; the Comte 
de Chambord, who regarded himself as 
being Henry V. At his death, without 
heirs in 1683, the question was, Whom 
should the royalists acknowledge as the 
true claimant of the French throne, 
the Count of Paris, heir of the eldest 
line now surviving. in France, (since 
with Chambord the French heirs of 
Lewis XIV became extinct), or Don 
Carlos of Spain, who, through Philip 
V, was descended in the male line from 
Lewis XIV himself, and not, like the 
Count of Paris, only -from Lewis’ 
brother, the Duke of Orleans? When 
the Duke of Anjou, grandson of Lewis, 
left France to become Philip V of 
Spain, he renounced his reversionary 
rights to the French succession, but as 
this renunciation had never been: con- 
firmed by the States General or by the 
National Convention, some royalists 
held his heir, Don. Carlos, to be also 
the true heir of the Comte de Cham- 
bord... €hambord_himself, however, 
accepted the Orleans line as his suf- 
ficient representatives in France. . To 
all present appearance, it is of the least 
possible consequence which 1s acknow- 
ledged, but it isa little too soon to be 
absolutely sure éven yet that this shad- 
owy controversy may not take sub- 
stance for a while.

Difference in City and Country Life. 


Miss Edith M. Thomas, in her paper, 


Rus in Urbe, in the September Atlan- 
tic, speaks of one difference in the life 
of city and country: — 

One notable difference-between.the 
social life of the city and that of the 
country—and not in the latter's favor 


—is the country’s insistent dwelling on |- 
he details of existence rather than on 


its main interests. There is in the so- 
called ‘‘rural districts’ a prevailing and 
strenuous curiosity, combined with a 
certain unfortunate assumption of) in- 
difference; likewise, a caution which 
borders upon distrust, in entering upon 
friendly relations with the new-comer. 
It is as though ‘the inhabitants had 
never recovered from their pristine fear 
of surprise and attack, by the aborigi- 
nes. We of the country, keep the 
stranger aloof, somewhat as our ances- 


“tors. would have done with. the red 
autochthons, until it was determined } 


whether the visitors. were friendly In- 
dians or otherwise. 

‘When I first came to the city to 
live,” said the refugee from small-town 
hfe, *one thing greatly puzzled nie, 
In the street, I sometimes,used_to fancy 
that the passers-by thought they rec- 
ognized me as an acquaintance; then I 
surmised some disorder.in my attire; 
for nearly every one.I passed looked 
quite directly at me. (Do not laugh at 
the apparent.conceitedness of all this.) 
But by and by I learned that it was the 
way of the city, for people, as they 
passed, to look at one another, I 


learned to do it myself, and enjoyed it 


greatly. In the country village, you 
know, if we have not been previousiy 
introduced to the person whom We pass 
on the street, it is courtesy to turn our 
eyes away from him, or to look straight 
ahead, at least, in an abstracted man- 
ner, and as though we didn’t see him 
at all!’’

By way of introducing the subject let | 
me premise that there is a certain school | 
of thinkers—dwellers for the most part | 
in very unfashionable districts of Lon- 
don—who hold that a policeman in plain 
clothes, dress he ever so plainly, may | 
always be known as such by a cursory 
inspection of his boots. Whether this 
opinion is well founded I know not, but | 
its existence, and also the existence of 
riyming slang, was brought to my no- | 
tice not long ago in Oxford street—not 
the Oxford street of west enders and 
De Quincey, “but Oxford street ‘out 
Stepney way.’’ I happened to be rather | 
stontly shod, and- 1 wear. spectacles, | 
which are, I suppose, often assumed for | 
the purpose of disguise, and as I passed | 
by a group of ill favored ioiterezs at.a 
street coruer I distinctly heard snea 
them remark to another: ‘* ’Exo’s a tec. 
D'yer dick ‘is goggles and ’is blanky | 
daisies?’’ 

I walked quickly away, but the words | 
remained in my mind, The opinion they | 
conveyed, except as affording proof that | 
the speaker belonged to the school of 
thinkers above alluded to, did notinter- | 


ements -ent-me-s0-much-as-theaverdethemeclvon=~ 


‘"Teo’’ is of course merely an abbrevi- 
ation for ‘‘detective,’?’ Much might’ be 
written about ‘‘dick.’’. It is pure Ro- 
many, connected, as every student of | 
that. attractive language knows, with 
the Sanskrit ‘‘drish’’ and the Hindoo- 
stanee ‘‘dekhno,’” meaning ‘‘to see.’’ 
But ‘‘daisies’’—being the slang term | 
and, as I shall show, the rhyming slang 
term for ‘*boots’’—is a good specimen of 
amost singular perversion of the English 
language, which is well worth the at- 
tention of any one who cares about lin- 
guistic oddities, 

Rhyming slang is peculiar to England 
and, I believe, to London. The French 
language, so rich in slang, does not ad- 
mit of such treatment. It is of modern 
origin, and I doubt if any trace of it is 
to be found in the records, which are 
fairly plentiful, of the slang of last cen- 
tury. Nor do I recollect any instance of 
its appearance in the works of Dickens, 
Harrison Ainsworth or Bulwer Lytton. 

Rhyming slang expressions: may: be | 
divided into two classes—the simple 
and the complex. The simple method 
consists in substituting for a word some 
other word or phrase which rhymes with 
it. Not that every one is free to choose 
his own rhymes, --Usage-has established 
certain rhyming slang equivalents for 
certain words, and, although no doubt 
now rhymes are always being intro-~ 
duced on trial; yet when one has become | 
recognized as belonging to the dialect 
it can never be dislodged. For instance’ 
the rhyming slang for ‘‘a pocket’’ is 

“skyrocket,’’ and neither ‘‘locket’’ nor 
‘socket’? would be tolerated. The eyes 
are ‘‘mince pies;’’ the ear and the nose 
are, oddly enough, the ‘‘frosty and 
clear’? and the ‘I suppose.’’. How, when 
and why these particular rhymes were 
universally adopted will never be 
known. As Professor Dowden remarks 
in connection with a very different-sub- 
ject, ‘To the eyes of-no diver amid the 
wrecks of time will that curious talis- 
man gleam.’’ Who was ‘‘Charlie Pres- 
cott,’’ whose name is immortalized as 
a synonym for ‘‘waistcoat?’’? And why 
should coat and trousers be concealed 
under such circumstances as ‘‘I’m 
afloat’’ and ‘‘round the ’ouses?”’ 

Other examples of what I have called | 


the simple form of rhyming slang are | 
‘‘oat and mouse’’ (house), ‘‘elephant’s | 
trunk’’ (drunk), ‘‘bull and cow” (row), | 
and ‘‘I’m so frisky’? (whisky). But if I 
am asked how “‘daisies’’ can be the 
rhyming slang for ‘‘boots’’ I answer | 
that we have here an example of the’ 
second or complex form of the jargon, 
which finds its highest development in 
the mouths of experts. Having got your | 
rhyme—say, ‘‘skyrocket’’ for ‘‘pocket”’ 
—you are permitted, within certain ill | 
defined. limits, to make your slang | 
equivalent shorter and more occult by 
omitting the..rhyming portion, Thus | 
“pocket” becomes. “‘sky’” and. ‘daisy. 
roots,’’ the simple or first standard form 
for ‘‘boots,’’ is contracted into ‘‘dai- | 
sies.’’ In the same way no master of the 
+ langnage would éver give brandy or gin 
their primitive names, ‘‘Jack the dan- | 
ay” or “Brian O’Lynn.’’ The one is 
always referred to as ‘‘Jack,’’ the other 
as ‘‘Brian.’’ It will be seen that words 
treated in this way must have a tend- 
ency, in constant use, to Jose sight, as 
it were, of their original forms and to 
become merged in the great mass of or- 
dinary prosaic slang. For instance, ‘in 
“wot I; Beene 1, of “The Cotton King” 
some. one says that somebody has bal 
streak of black across the chivvy.’’ An 
Adelphi audience knows, of course, that 


‘“‘chivvy’’ means ‘‘face,’’ but the earlier 
form of the word, ‘‘chevy chase,’’ be- 
ing now rarely if ever us@d, the rhym- 
ing original is probably known to few 
playgoers, und the word ‘‘chivvy’’ is | 
thus in danger of being left with no 
more poetry about it than.is.attached to | 
such. terms as ‘‘conk’’ or‘boko,’’ the 
ordinary slang for nose. 

We hear a great deal about the way 
in which slang has invaded our conver- 

sation and our literature; but, in spite 
of the recent popularization of the cos- 
ter, I doubt if much rhyming slang is 
heard in west,.end drawing rooms. 
And I have only come across one éxam- 
ple of its employment, except occasional- 
ly in a music hall song, in, what might | 

e called a literary form. There is a 
poem, which begins thus, and readers 
avho have followed me so far will find | 
no difficulty in translating it: 
®I was sitting one night at the Anna Maria, | 

Warming my plates of meat, 
When there came a knock at the Rory O'Moore 
Which made my raspberry beat.

Those 
made of jade, pale green or light blue, 
fetch marvelous’ prices, while whi 
yellow or brown are almost as expen- 
sive. One of these, belonging to Lin, 
the ex-governor of Formosa, is about 8 
inches high and is valued at $10,000. It 
is said to be 1,500 years old. In Fuchan 
they make josses out of stealite and 
selinite of various colors. The stone is 
so soft that the manufacturer, by rub- 
bing the newly made images with sand, 
can produce a most deceptive antique 
appearance.—New York World.

In Memoriam. 


The following notice from the Lowell 
Weekly Journal, speaking more fully of 
the life of the late Jephthah Underwood, 
is published by request of friends: 


Jephthah Underwood, born in the town 
of Tyngsborough in the year 1807, died at 
his residence on Andover hill on the sec- 
ond of September, 1894. Mr. Underwood 
was the last member- of a very large and 
well-known family who resided through 
two generations on Varnum Avente, Low- 
ell, Jefferson Underwood and Abbie 
Underwvod Howe of the third generation 
now occupy estates adjoining that of the 
old Underwood homestead. Jephthah 
Underwood is a name familiar to many’ 
an old resident of Lowell and Dracut. In 
his early life he was a teacher of rare 
qualities, and was associated with Dracut 
and Newton schools. Mr, Underwood 
from his early youth was regarded as 
possessed with remarkable powers of 
mind. His early ambition was to deyote 
his life to the ministry, and those who 
heard his voice in the days of the old 
Dracut lyceum in earnest debate, or thril- 
ling bis hearers by his grand and eloquent 
appeal in the religious meeting, felt that 
agroat preacher was lost to the world 
whet he abandoned his early plans.

Fighting Was Heavy. 

The transports bad run in toward shcre, 

and hurried preparations were made to 
‘send the troops on land. Many of them 
were landed before the battle commenced. 
The Chih-Yuen, one of the most powerful 
vessels in the Chinese navy, fired a shot at 
the Japanese as soon as the latter came in 
range of her’ guns, The fire was promptly 
returned, and soon the Chih-Yuen was 
hotly engaged with two large Japanese 
cruisets, one of which is said toyhave been 
the Chiyoda, 

The other Japanese vessels got into the 
positions they desired, and the fight then 
became general. For six hours the battle 
was waged furiously, the deep boom of the 
great guns comr:ingling with the sharp 
reports of the machine guns. Nearly all 
the vessels on. both sides were engaged for 
the whole six hours. ‘ 

The-splendid cruiser Chih-Yuen took a 
prominent part in the engagement. Her 
Krupp and Armstrong guns weré well- 
served, and she poured a hot and well 
sustained fire from her auxiliary battery. 
One of tlie Japanese vessels discharged a 
torpedo at her. The missile sped well 
from its tube and struck the Chih-Yuen 
fairly. When it exploded it was apparent 
ithaddone great damage, for the Chih- 
Yuen began almost immediately to settle. 
Her crew, however, stuck to their guns 
and delivered some effective shots before 
their ship sank. 

Big Crusier Sunk. 

The belted cruiser King-Yuen met with 
asimilar fate, being struck by a torpedo 
and sinking shortly afterward. Many of 
the crews of both vessels went down while 
still standing at quarters. Only a few of 
those on board were saved, and it is re- 
ported that 600. officers and men were 
drowned by the “foundering of these two 
vessels. 

After the Chih-Yuen and King-Yuen 
had gone down the cruisers Yang-Wei and 
Chao-Yung ran aground while maneuyer- 
ing for positions. Then they were help- 
less, and a destructive fire was poured into 
them from the big guns of the Japanese. 
Some of the Japanese warships devoted 
themselves for atime to the transports, 
which had not had time to get out of 
range. 

It is believed that several of the trans- 
ports were sunk, including one from 
which the troops had not been landed, It 
is estimated that the total Chinese loss in 
Killed and wounded was. 1500, It is re- 
ported that the Japanese loss was 1000 
killed or wounded. 

Vistory For Barrett. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—The fight between 
Hon. W. E. Barrett and Hon. KE. B. Hayes 
for the Republican congressional nomina- 
tion in the Seventh district terminated in 
the utter rout of the Hayes cohorts.

We are pleased to unite with our good 
Methodist people this week in extending 
a cordial and a hearty greeting to Rev 
M. B. Pratt and family who are hence- 
forth to be identified with and concerned 
in the welfare and best interests of our 
town and its people, and in presenting 
Rev. Mr. Pratt to our good people infor- 
mally, a few words wrought into a brief 
sketch of his life at this time will per 
haps be meet atid fitting.

6 years, Edward M., aged 5, Isabelle E.,_ 
aged 8, David H., aged 1, make a happy 
family. 

The new pastor is a thorough student, 
very friendly with books, and has a well 
selected library of about nine hundred 
volumes, and also familiarizes bimself 
with the important magazine and lead- 
ing newspaper articles. He preaches al- 
most entirely extemporaneously, very 
rarely using manuscripts.
